Whereas the Parliament of India has set out to provide a practical regime of right to 
information for citizens to secure access to information under the control of public authorities, 
in order to promote transparency and accountability in the working of every public authority, 
and whereas the attached publication of the Bureau of Indian Standards is of particular interest 
to the public, particularly disadvantaged communities and those engaged in the pursuit of 
education and knowledge, the attached public safety standard is made available to promote the 
timely dissemination of this information in an accurate manner to the public. 
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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by the 
Surgical Dressings Sectional Committee had been approved by the Medical Equipment and Hospital 
Planning Division Council. 

The first-aid kits specified in this standard are applicable for general use. Although, some industrial 
and commercial first-aid requirements may be met by this kit but the kit is generally not applicable 
for providing specialized first-aid treatment. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the 
final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in 
accordance with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values (revised). 9 The number of 
significant places retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in 
this standard.

This standard specifies the contents of portable 
first-aid kit intended for providing immediate and 
effective first-aid treatment of common injuries.

3 CONTENTS OF FIRST-AID KIT AND 
QUALITY REQUIREMENTS 

Subject to the other requirements of this standard 
the first-aid kit shall contain each item in minimum 
quantities as specified in Table 1. Each item shall 
conform to the relevant Indian Standard or mono- 
graphs of Indian Pharmacopoeia (IP), British 
Pharmacopoeia ( BP ) 9 or United States Pharma- 
copoeia ( USP ) as given in Table 1. 

4 ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 

In addition to the contents specified in Table 1 
each first aid-kit shall contain the following 



additional information: 

a) Name of contents quantity and other infor- 
mation as set out in Table 1 and a clearly 
printed instructions to immediately replace 
expended contents. 

b) A booklet giving detailed instructions on 
first-aid treatment brought out by the Indian 
Red Cross Society and Saint John's Ambul- 
ance Association and Brigade. 

5 PACKING 

Each first-aid kit shall be packed in a durable 
container such that each item of contents is easily 
accessible. Care shall be taken to ensure that the 
material from which the container is fabricated is 
suitable for the environment for which the kit is 
intended with respect to the possible effect of 
ambient temperature and humidity on deteriora- 
tion of any of the contents. 

6 MARKING 

6.1 Each item of the first-aid kit excluding safety 
pins, scissors and forceps, shall bear on its label 
the following information: 

a) Name of the item and its brand name, if any; 

b) Batch/Lot No. and date of manufacture; 

c) Size/quantity; and 

d) Manufacturing licence No. ( where appli- 
cable ), and manufacturer's name and 
address. 

6.2 The container of first-aid kit shall be legibly 
and indelibly marked with the following inform- 
ation: 

a) Words 'FIRST-AID KIP, in letters not less 
than 20 mm in height; 



b) First-aid symbol; and 

c) Trade-mark, if any, 
name and address.
